VBT pays $1.5 million for Ford property

After a brief closed-door session on 
Monday morning, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees voted unanimously to 
purchase 181.35 acres of vacant land at the 
northwest corner of Tyler and Belleville 
roads at a cost of $1.5 million. 

The land, across from township hall, 
extending nearly a half square mile from 
Belleville to Beck Road, is being sold 
to the township by the Ford Motor Land 
Development Corporation. 

The board also approved another $50,000 
to cover closing costs and other incidentals. 
All the money is coming from the landfill 
fund. 

At the regular meeting following the 
24-minute closed-door session, Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara explained 
that over the past year that the property 
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has been for sale two developers were 
interested in the full 181 acres, one for an 
industrial and warehousing development 
and one for industrial, warehousing, and 
trucking. 

Another developer wanted to put a gas 
station at the corner of Tyler and Belleville 
roads and another developer wanted to put 
a gas station and strip mall along Belleville 
Road north from Tyler. The last two failed 
because Ford was unwilling to split the 
property. 

“I would like to add that this 
Administration was not in support of these 
uses and feel they would be detrimental 
to the community, both physically and 
ascetically,” Supervisor McNamara said. 
“But they would have met most of our 
zoning requirements. And, therefore, 
would not have been legally stopped by the 
board’s intervention. 
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“We are not land speculators. We 
are Community Developers. The land 
acquisition is to guard against cheap 
commercial building designed to be flipped 
for a fast buck,” he said, adding he wants to 
build something that allows for community 
input. 

“The citizens working with township 
planners and developers will create our 
community’s vision of what should go on 
this key parcel of land. All of this, of course, 
must include providing the residents a 
good rate of return on their investment. 

“I further need to emphasize that 
development of this property will probably 
not be with this board or the next board. 
Developments of this size generally only 
get built when the economy is coming out 
of downturns, not in the end of an upturn. It 
will, however, be this board’s task to work 
with the people of Van Buren, to create the 
vision and site plan to be proposed to new 
developers that wish to make this vision 
come to life.” 

McNamara said what VBT is doing is 
a common method of community building 
and the closest such example would be 


the build-out of Canton’s Heritage Park 
and the neighboring condo and home 
developments that surround the park 
and golf course. McNamara said in that 
project, Canton set the vision and bid out 
the section to developers to come and be 
part of the Grand Vision. 

He said with the purchase of this property 
the citizens of Van Buren Township can 
control their own future. 

“We also believe that at this purchase 
price we can be assured of a fair return on 
our money. The fact is that we are getting 
this property for approximately $8,300 
per acre versus the ranges in that area that 
start at $50,000 and go to $250,000 per 
acre (which is the price Speedway paid),” 
McNamara said. 

McNamara said that former Director of 
Planning and Economic Development Ron 
Akers got information last September that 
Ford wanted to sell 3,000 to 5,000 parcels 
of land it owned throughout the world to 
get out of the land business. 

McNamara said that on Oct. 4, 2018, 
he and Akers, and two others from the

VBT Board decides 
to take charge of its 
future on Tyler Rd. 


After a brief closed-door session on 
Monday morning, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees endorsed Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara’s proposal to buy 181.35 
acres across Tyler Road from the township 
hall to take control of the township’s future.

The township apparently has $1.5 million 
to spare in the landfill fund and so in open 
session on Monday it voted to buy the 
property.

Well, McNamara said it probably won’t be 
developed for ten years or so and what to 
put there would be determined by township 
residents who would work with planners 
for a grand vision for the property. 

It’s been suggested the site would be a 
nice place for the senior housing needed in 
the township. Residents could walk across 
the street to the senior center. 

And, Trustee Sherry Frazier said it’s a 
good investment and she is pleased that 
now they will be able to put up a lighted 
sign on the corner of Belleville and Tyler 
roads to point people to township hall and 
tell them what’s happening. They’ll own 
the corner. Moving forward in VBT.

We’ ve been informed that retired Belleville 
Police Officer Carl Arnett died on Monday 
at his home on Second Street in the City 
of Belleville. We have no information on 
arrangements. 

Aresident of Belle Villa mobile home park 
was sent over by the Belleville Police on 
Friday to tell me of the latest scam. 

She said she got a Facebook message from 
her sister the previous night and she didn’t 
question it because it was her sister’s regular 
Facebook page. 

She said her sister wrote asking her if she 
heard about her windfall. The sister said she 
got $150,000 from a grant that she doesn’t 
have to pay back. She said her sister gave 
her a phone number so she could apply for a 
grant, too, and the lady sent text messages to 
apply. She gave her name and address. 

Then she got a message that said if she 
sends them $1,000, she’ll get $80,000 in 
return. There was a chart and if she gave 
them $10,000 they would give her $1 
million. 

When she got this message, she told her 
sister to call her, but then got a message 
back that she couldn’t because she had ear 
surgery. The woman knew this wasn’t true. 
She said about half way through the whole 
thing she knew it was a scam. 

In the morning she called her sister to tell 
her she’d been hacked. The sister was going 
to change her Facebook codes and the lady 
went to Belleville Police. Police said they 
couldn’t do anything about it, but warned 
her to send out messages to friends, telling 
them if they get a message from her about a 
windfall, not to respond. 

She said police suggested she share the 
story with the Independent so we can alert 
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others, especially seniors, not to fall for this 
scam. 

There are four signs with pictures on 
them now hanging on the fence around 
the construction area in the 500 block of 
Main Street. They were put in place by the 
Belleville DDA to show the stores that used 
to be in Belleville plus one drawing of a 
store that will be erected in that area. 

There was much discussion before the 
Sept. 18 DDA meeting about the identity of 
the young man leaning against the front of 
a car in one of the old shots. When Museum 
Director Katie Dallos arrived she said she 
saw the name “Hooten” written on the back 
of the picture and then all the old-timers 
knew it was Ted Hooten, who had Hoots 
Boots where Johnny’s on the Lake is now 
located. 

Ted, who has since passed on, was in my 
sister’s BHS Class of 1956 and so I had 
known him for a long time. I recall he was 
quite a cut-up in high school and I think he 
would really like being in a picture on a 
fence in 2019 Belleville. 

A reader called on Tuesday morning to 
tell us that she was looking at Medigap 
information on the internet and plugged in 
her zip code of 48111 and it said “Wayne.” 
She suggested the zip code problem in 
Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter might 
cause people to not get their Medicare 
booklets for 2020 which they need in time 
to sign up. She suggested if you don’t have 


your booklet of information by October that 
you contact Medicare. 

We’ve been told several people called Van 
Buren Township dispatch to report several 
large explosions on Saturday afternoon in 
the area of Bemis Road. 
They were told it was a 
Civil War cannon being 
shot off at the VFW Post 


during its dedication of a 

the 105mm Howitzer E té 
that has its barrel S 
plugged and can’t be 

fired. 


The owner of the cannon brought it to 
the VFW post and it was “hidden” behind 
the post until the Marine dedicating the 
Howitzer hollered “FIRE!” and then the 
Civil War cannon was fired. It was very 
loud. 

The crowd at the celebration of the 75" 
anniversary of the post were invited to come 
around to the back of the post to watch the 
cannon be fired again after all the speeches 
were over. 

Post Commander John Blackstone 
also publicly advised Sumpter Township 
Supervisor John Morgan that the Howitzer 
is not pointing at the Sumpter Township 
Hall. Of course, he referred to what we 
wrote after one of the VFW members told 
us that’s where it was pointed. It is, sort of, 
if you check it out. But, really, the Howitzer 
had to be set in place in a way it could best 
be seen and it is.

Postal Service is excellent and my mail is 
well-delivered, for zip code 48111.

To the editor: 

I'd like to address this letter to all the 
children attending schools in our Tri- 
Community, while also informing parents, 
teachers, coaches, and administration of 
the following: 

Thursday, Oct. 3, 2019, is our national 
“Take Your Bible to School Day.” 

Students do NOT have to leave their Faith 
at home. Students have the legal right to 
share their beliefs — pray, evangelize, read 
Scripture, and invite students to participate 
in such activities during free time, as long 
as they do not substantially interfere with 
the operation of the school or infringe on 
the rights of other students. 

The right to expression also extends to the 
clothes students wear. Students may thus 
wear religious clothing to the extent that 
other like articles of dress are permitted. 

No school may prohibit student 
expression solely because others might find 
it “offensive.” 

Parents need to let their school students 
know what their legal rights are. If there 
is any violation (prevention or obstruction) 
of this legal “right,” there is legal recourse 
readily available, i.e. the “Alliance 
Defending Freedom.” 

In addition to Student’s Rights, our 
teachers and coaches, too, have the legal 
right to engage in religious activities 
outside of non-instructional time, as 
follows: Formation of after-school Bible 
student groups, Participation in prayer 
groups with other adults, Distribution of 
literature to other adults for non-curricular 
activities on the same terms as all other 
events and activities. They also can legally 
provide instruction related to religion as 
part of the curriculum, and have some 
involvement in religious clubs.

through health initiatives for our residents. 
One of my passions is sustainable living 
and being conscious of how everything 
we do and use impacts us. I would like to 
bring more awareness and education of 
this, including our recycling program and 
through community gardens.

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Belleville DDA decides on layout for one-way Fourth St. to library

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority decided four parking spaces 
along the newly designed Fourth Street 
will be located just off Main Street, to 
accommodate visitors to the museum on 
one side and businesses on the other side. 

At its regular meeting on Sept. 18, 
the DDA was presented with two more 
drawings, with a total of three options 
designed by Phil Westmoreland of Spicer 
Group for the layout of the part of Fourth 
Street left after the library construction is 
complete. 

DDA member Jim Chudzinski said he 
took a good look at Fourth Street and 
there is not much room there, although the 
drawings look like there is a lot of space. 
He said he would like the four parking 
spaces closer to Main Street. 

DDA treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams said she talked to her neighbors 
in Victoria Commons and they said they 
would like the parking in the middle of the 
block for aesthetic reasons. 

Chairing the meeting was vice chairperson 
Alicia McGovern in the absence of 
chairperson Rosemary Loria. It was 
announced Loria had just been released 
from the hospital. McGovern asked 
everyone to keep Loria in their thoughts. 

McGovern asked if the street option had 
to be decided at this meeting and DDA 
coordinator Carol Thompson said it did. 
She said while amenities for the street can 
be customized down the road, “We’re at a 
point we want to be talking to the concrete 
group.” 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said she was not 
overly excited about the signs proposed so 
that can be decided later. 

Museum Director Katie Dallos said 
this was the first time she saw what was 
being proposed for Fourth Street, next to 
the museum. She said people who have 
trouble walking generally park in the first 
two places on Fourth Street because they 
can’t go in the side door and have to walk 
around to the front door. She said they also 
usually park at the first two spots on Roys 
Street and in front, on Main, as well. 

She said there was no quilt show this 


year because the Western Wayne County 
Quilters were concerned about parking for 
the elderly that attend. 

“It would hinder us to push the parking 
back [to the middle of the block], Dallos 
said, referring to one of the options. 

Belleville Area District Library Board 
president Sharon Peters and Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy also were present 
to hear what was going to happen on 
Fourth Street. 

Peters said they talked with their site 
building director and, “We will be fine with 
either option you choose.” 

She said there will be 89 spots in the new 
lot next to the library, but they won’t be 
available until early summer next year. 

“We’re looking for a cultural hub for the 
whole community,” Peters said. “I have a 
lot of sensitivity to people with disabilities 
these days.” 

“I would like parking as the number one 
[choice] closer to Main Street for other 
businesses besides the library,” Chudzinski 
said. 

Mayor Conley said she liked the parking 
in the middle of the block because it is 
more symmetrical. But the parking on 
Main Street is compromised, she said. 

McGovern said visually it is better 
with the parking away from Main Street, 
but because of the need for parking there 
expressed by business property owner 
Dr. Jawad at a previous meeting and the 
museum, she would have to go with the 
parking next to Main. 

This was Valerie Kelly-Bonner’s first 
meeting as a member of the DDA since 
being appointed and she said she was not 
informed enough to comment. 

DDA member Jason Mida said he is in 
favor of keeping the parking close to the 
businesses. 

DDA secretary Denise Baker said as a 
businessperson, she is in favor of keeping 
the parking closer to Main Street and the 
benches farther down toward the library. 

Richardson-Williams said most of the 
businesses in that area close at 5 p.m., 
but she was reminded of Egan’s Pub that 
would be open later. 

Chudzinski made the motion to approve 
that evening’s layout #1, with parking at

Main Street, and that was seconded by 
Mida. The motion passed. Richardson- 
Williams cast the only nay vote and Kelly- 
Bonner did not vote. 

In a report to the DDA on what she calls 
the “Belleville 4° Street Placemaking 
Project,’ Thompson said Fourth 
Street continues to function as a street, 
changing to one-way, directing traffic 
towards the new library and the adjacent 
library/city parking lot. 

She said in a 2010 parking study there 


were 243 parking spaces in the downtown, 
the six blocks from the bridge to Five 
Points. That included 104 parking spaces 
on Main Street, 82 spaces in the Liberty 
Street parking lot, and 61 spaces (public 
and private) within one block of Main. 
The new library/city parking lot will have 
91 spaces (previous city and library lots 
had 37); Fourth Street had eight spaces, 
changing to four. This provides a net gain 
of 51 spaces and downtown will have 294 
spaces.

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VBT DDA hires Wade Trim for 
new Capital Improvement Plan

Wade Trim was hired by the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development Authority 
for a lump sum of $21,000 to help a subcommittee 
put together a new “wish list” of capital 
improvements to work on in the DDA district. 

At its regular DDA meeting on May 28, 
Executive Director Susan Ireland said Wade 
Trim knows the township and, by using them, 
“We don’t have to reinvent the wheel.” 

Director Ireland referred to the present list 
of DDA projects that has pretty much been 
completed at a total cost of $27,570,500. 

She said she called Dave Nummer, who was 
the former township engineering consultant at 
Wade Trim, to present a proposal, but she did all 
the talking at the meeting. Nummer encouraged 
her, saying she was doing a good job explaining 
the project. 

Ireland said in looking at a new list of projects, 
“We also take a step closer in the township’s 
pursuit of Redevelopment Ready Community 
status with the Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDC).” 

In a memo presented on the Capital 
Improvement Plan topic, Ireland said, “After 
thoughtful consideration, I made a conscious 
decision to reach out to Wade Trim, asking 
them for a proposal to assist the DDA with this 
process. They are very familiar with the Van 
Buren DDA and we have collaborated on several 
successful projects in recent years. Wade Trim 
has the ability to dive into this with virtually no 
learning curve as would be required of others.” 

Ireland said this is something the DDA has to 
do. 

Wade Trim will summarize each project, 
provide graphical representation, budget level 
cost estimates, and time estimates, she said. 
Ireland said funding for the project has been 
included in the 2019 DDA Budget. 

“We got it done,” said DDA member Carol 
Bird. “We need a new list,” 

“We still haven’t widened Belleville Road,” 
pointed out DDA chairman Craig Atchinson and 
Mark Laginess noted the DDA has taken steps 
in that direction. He referred to getting rights of 
way along that stretch of the road. 

Ireland said she would like to see center turn 
lanes on Belleville Road from Tyler to Ecorse. 

“Tt’s difficult at times to be getting out,” Ireland 
said. 

Nummer said he has “an idea of some creative 
things to come up with.” 

It was noted DDA members Mark Laginess and 


Vic Delibera were on the committee that came 
up with the present plan. 

Chairman Atchinson reappointed Laginess 
and Delibera to the new subcommittee, along 
with Bird and Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara. 

The current list includes the $5 million 
renovation and addition to township hall, the 
$5 million Fire Station #2, $2.5 million in 
traffic light signalization and road repair, the 
$6.2 millon Belleville/Ecorse Road intersection 
project with landscaping, the $1.3 million non- 
motorized pathway over I-94 on Belleville 
Road (in progress), the $1,460,000 Placemaking 
Initiative (in progress), and others.

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Keystone attorney, NHA attorney to attend next school board meeting

The attorney that represents Keystone 
Charter Academy school board and an 
attorney from National Heritage Academies, 
that provides all educational services to 
Keystone Academy, are expected to lock 
horns at the next meeting of the charter 
academy school board at 6 p.m. Oct. 10. 

At the school board’s regular meeting on 
Sept. 12, board president Vesta Losen said 
Keystone’s attorney agreed that the board 
should be signatories on its account at Chase 
bank since that’s how it reads in the services 
agreement signed with NHA. 

“The problem was we were not getting our 
money,” Losen said of the $35,000 set aside 
for the board each year. “The PTO waited 
eight months for a check.” 

Aresolution prepared by Keystone attorney 
Candace Sorenson was discussed and tabled 
at the Aug. 8 meeting and then discussed 
and tabled again at the Sept. 12 meeting 
with the plan to have Keystone’s attorney 
present at the next meeting to explain why 
the resolution is proper. 

Andrew Roth, who is in training to be the 
NHA representative to Keystone, said an 
NHA attorney should be there, too. 

Secretary Connie Shull pointed out treasurer 
Charlene Derrick is not comfortable with 
passing the resolution. Derrick has said 
several times that the situation “does make 
me nervous.” 

“She’s being made to feel uncomfortable,” 
said board president Vesta Losen, referring 
to the list of things Roth said Derrick would 
be responsible for if the present policy was 
changed. 

Roth said Derrick would be responsible 
for accounting and retention of records 
and if there was a problem with the audit it 
would be hers. 

“You can do whatever you want, but we 
still think it’s not a good idea,” Roth said. 

Losen said according to the service 
agreement the only signers on the funds at 
Chase bank are the president and treasurer. 

“People from NHA on there are not 
signatories on the major account,” Losen 
said. “We have no reason to touch the major 
account. What we’re concerned about is 
the board spending account. Only Charlene 
and myself can withdraw there. NHA can 
go in and see what checks we’ve written,

otherwise nothing changes.” 

Jeff Henders, longtime NHA representative 
to Keystone, explained the money goes from 
the state to charter authorizer Bay Mills 
Community College, which takes out 3%, 
and then it goes to NHA at Chase bank and 
then the $35,000 board funds to Keystone. 

The budget shows some $6.8 million in 
state aid and federal funds in the major 
Keystone budget. 

Losen insisted NHA would still be doing 
the financial report in the board packet each 
month. 

“NHA has practices it follows,” said 
Henders. “We can supply you with reports, 
but not give information to the auditor... It 
sounds like you’re attempting to take on a 
big responsibility.” 

“The problem was we were not getting our 
money,” Losen said. “The PTO waited eight 
months for a check.” 

Henders agreed, “It’s all on us. It started 
when we had transition.” He referred to the 
change in principal. 

Shull said there were delays with 
reimbursement for Christmas purchases 
and the scholarship for a student heading to 
college. 

“T’m hesitant ... on all sides,” said Henders. 
“T don’t think the process wasn’t followed.” 
He said Losen said she sent a bill to NHA 
and didn’t know who she sent it to. “We 
didn’t get it.” 

“I think there was overload at NHA,” 
Losen said. “There were a lot of new schools 
... Andrew is new on the job ... The service 
agreement. We have not followed it.” 

Roth said the board treasurer would have 
to provide proof of financial steps. 

“I have 60 years of experience,’ 
said. “I can help.” 

She said Keystone needs to consult with 
its attorney. Losen said the board attorney 
said Len Wolfe of Bay Mills said he was not 
going to agree with NHA on this. 

Henders disagreed, saying Bay Mills is 
very happy with how NHA handles the 
finances. 

“We’re indemnified as board members,” 
Losen said. 

“Tt’s an option you can use,” Roth said of 
the resolution. “I’m not saying you can’t... I 
do think it’s a bad idea, not the best choice.” 

“We could be lazy and just let you do it,” 
Losen said.

“It’s not normal,” Roth replied. 

“Tt does make me nervous,” board treasurer 
Derrick repeated. 

“If we all work together, we can do it,” 
said board member Patricia Kirkpatrick. 

Derrick asked if this is all because of what 
happened last school year. 

“We hired an attorney for a reason. Let’s 
use her,” Losen said. 

“You need a checkbook for the account?” 
Henders asked and Losen replied they do. 

Henders said it’s never been disputed or 
stated as such by any other board in the 
NHA group and Keystone is the first board 
to question the procedure. 

“I do understand the delays,’ Henders 
said. “I’m committed to solving it with 
Jorvonna and Andrew.” He referred to 
Principal Jorvonna Drain and Roth, the new 
NHA representative. 

Losen said the agreement requires the 
board to be in control and Automated 
Clearing House network withdrawals has 
the ability for NHA to pull the money out of 
Keystone’s account. 

Losen said she signed the agreement two 
days before deadline because she expected 
the resolution to be passed by the board. 

She said NHA could change the services 
agreement or they could fix it with the 
resolution. 

“I want to do it right,” Losen said, noting 
she was in favor of tabling it that evening. 

“Td really like to see a solution,” Shull 
said. 

Principal Drain said once she found out 
she was part of the process, she expedited 
payments. 

“I don’t want you guys waiting a long 
time,” Drain said. 

Losen said Chase bank does not understand

why it’s set up this way. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-20- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Unanimously approved the new medical 
health policy amendment required to be 
adopted by MCL 388.1766 for all schools in 
Michigan by Oct. 1. This requires a person 
employed by the school who distributes a 
family planning drug or device on school 
property or refers a student for an abortion 
shall be subject to a financial penalty of 
not less than 3% of that person’s annual 
compensation; 

e Heard Principal Drain announce there 
were 699 students enrolled, with a goal of 
768. She said they maintained about 750 last 
year; 

e Heard Drain report there are 79 students 
enrolled in the Stars before- and after-school 
program as of Sept. 3. Losen said there is a 
$40 enrollment fee for that program each 
year and Keystone used to get 10% of that, 
but now NHA takes it. “I’m not giving up on 
this,” Losen said; 

e Approved an after-school tutoring 
program at a cost to the board of $3,088; 

e Approved the Teacher Evaluation 
and Employee Certification Warranty 
Resolution; 

e Approved the Reading Assessment 
System Selection Resolution for the 
state’s third-grade reading law, selecting 
aimswebPlus for testing; and 

e Heard Losen say that Keystone is not 
doing as well in reading as the last two 
years. She said she is encouraged by studies 
that are not based on learning how to teach 
them, but how students learn. “Common 
Core doesn’t work. It started seven years 
ago and we’ve gone down,” she said.

township met with representatives of 
companies interested in buying the Ford 
Land property. They said Ford Land was 
requiring them to purchase six parcels as 
a package and that they were primarily 
interested in industrial development. 

They discussed the current zoning of 
the site (mixed use) and how that was 
applicable to their plans. In order to change 
the current land use regulations, they would 
need to amend the township’s Master Plan. 
They also discussed the township’s effort in 
the past to acquire the property. 

“We left the meeting indicating that we 
would be conducting a follow-up meeting 
with the real estate broker Steven Gordon 
to discuss the site further,’ said Akers in a 
report of the meeting. 

Then a brief meeting was held Oct. 8, 
2018 with Steve Gordon from Signature 
and Associates, Supervisor McNamara, 
and Akers. Gordon said the meeting on Oct. 
4 did not go well as the developers were 
unable to utilize the Ford Land property 
for their planned purposes. There was 
discussion regarding the township’s prior 
attempt to acquire the property with CBRE 
broker. 

Gordon indicated that the current asking 
price of the property was $8.1 million. 
Akers reported they asked Gordon why 
the drastic increase in price, since the prior 
asking price was $3.3 million. Gordon 
said he could not explain the difference, 
but indicated it may have something to do 
with Ford’s decision to switch real estate 
brokers. 

Gordon also hinted that they may be able 
to accept something in the $4 million range 
as that is what the current developer was 
going to be paying for it. The township 
representatives told Gordon they would 
need to consult with the township board 
prior to offering a price to them for the 
property. 

On Dec. 5, McNamara sent a letter saying 
the board of trustees has authorized him to 
offer $1.5 million for the property. 

“I understand this is below the asking 
purchasing price,” he wrote. “However, as 
much as we would like to integrate a public 
park on the property, I’ve been advised by 
engineers that is would be at least a five- 


year project to mitigate the wetlands and 
acquire the funds necessary to build a park. 
Further, we’ve consulted with numerous 
developers and it’s anticipated that this 
property would remain undeveloped until 
the next economic cycle, approximately 10 
years.” 

Ford Land did not accept the offer. 

Then, a few weeks ago, new for-sale 
signs went up on the property and the cost 
was $45,000 per usable acre. Eighty acres 
would be $3.6 million. 

Clerk Leon Wright contacted Ford Land 
and asked them to reconsider Van Buren 
Township’s offer. The offer was accepted 
and closing will be in 30 to 45 days. 

McNamara said one of the industrial 
developers decided to purchase land in 
Romulus. 

“I’m an optimist that we’re not going 
into a recession,” said Clerk Wright after 
making the motion to buy the property. He 
said the price is excellent and the township 
can go after people “we want to see in the 
community” to develop there. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier, who is a real estate 
agent, said this is an excellent investment 
and allows the township to control the 
property to increase the value to other 
properties on Belleville Road. 

“Hopefully, we’ll be able to put a sign on 
the property,” Trustee Frazier said, referring 
to the LED sign she has been asking for at 
the corner of Belleville Road and Tyler to 
direct people to the township hall and to tell 
what’s going on in the township. 

“Sherry’s going to get her sign,” 
Supervisor McNamara said. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if the 
township will be able to make a profit on 
this transaction and McNamara said, “Yes, 
we can.” 

Trustee Miller attended the closed session 
and open session by telephone and township 
attorney Patrick McCauley said there is 
no prohibition in the Open Meetings Act 
against voting in an open meeting by phone. 
McCauley said the Michigan Township 
Association attorney and Attorney General 
Bill Schuette also have given positive 
opinions on voting by phone in an open 
meeting and participation in the discussion. 
This is the first time anyone remembers 
ever having a Van Buren Township board 
member participate in a meeting by phone.

District Library board approves $33,863.60 for cutting-edge services

The new library now under construction 
next to the present library will have a variety 
of new ways to help the public with cutting- 
edge services. 

At the Aug. 13 meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board, an agreement 
with Envisionware for a total of $33,863.60 
-- which includes payment to The Library 
Network -- will provide library patrons with 
high-tech printing, scanning, faxing, and 
copying. 

The touch-screens on these kiosks will 
look the same throughout the library, so 
it will not be necessary to learn different 
systems. 

A kiosk for PC Time Management, Print 
Management, Mobile Printing, and Payment 
Management will be located next to the 
color copier near the second floor computer/ 
internet work stations. Payment options will 
include credit card, coin, bill, and library 
card / visitor card. 

The Library Document Station (LDS) will 
be located near the copy machine by the 
entrance on the first floor. Patrons can fax 
their documents or scan them to a mobile 


phone, email, or USB drive. From the 
LDS screen, patrons may also pick up their 
mobile print jobs or any other print jobs 
they did in the building that day. Payment 
options include credit card, coin, bill, and 
library card/visitor card. 

The Coin/Bill Acceptor and Credit Card 
Readers will work with the LDS as well as 
the copier. The credit card reader will work 
with the LDS. 

The Ecommerce Services Staff Register 
(and software) will feature two staff 
registers at the circulation desk which will 
interface with the automation system. Staff 
can accept cash, checks, and credit cards for 
printing, copying, lost materials, Friends of 
the Library merchandise, etc. Staff register 
software provides auditing and reporting 
controls. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said since 
the library is no longer charging late fees, 
it will redeploy the two credit card readers 
previously purchased for the first-floor self- 
check kiosks. They will, instead, be used 
with the staff cash registers. 

A four-year subscription to MobilePrint for 
the Main Library and the branch in Sumpter 
will enable people to print from their mobile

gets competency hearing

The preliminary exam of Micaiah Carlin 
Minor, 17, of Canton was set for Sept. 4 
before Chief 34" District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green, but his retained attorney 
David Cripps asked for an independent 
competency hearing. 

This was granted by Judge Brian A. 
Oakley in Judge Green’s absence. 

Minor is charged with second-degree 
murder in the May 7 death of Van Buren 
Township resident John Robert McElreath, 
64. 

It is alleged that Minor, an unlicensed 
driver, was driving southbound on 
Belleville Road at a high rate of speed, 
when he disregarded a red light at Ecorse, 
crossed over the double-yellow line and 
drove into northbound traffic, striking the 


victim in his car. McElreath died from his 
injuries in the crash. 

Minor is free on a tether after posting 
$50,000/10% bond. 

Jeffrey Alan Sanders 

The preliminary exam for Jeffrey Alan 
Sanders, 28, on charges of child abuse 3"- 
degree and domestic violence on Aug. 17 
in VBT, was adjourned a week by Judge 
Green so the witness could be present. The 
exam was re-set for Sept. 11. 

Sanders was free after posting 
$2,000/10% bond. His court-appointed 
attorney is Whitney Lemelin, who said 
they were trying to negotiate a resolution. 
He asked Judge Green to lift the no-contact 
order with the victims. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Larry 
King said one victim is the defendant’s 
four-month-old son and it is alleged the 
defendant caused a reckless act causing 
injury on the child’s face, when the two 
parents were arguing, with the child ending 
up on the floor. 

But Sanders’ other alleged victim, his 
fiancée and mother of the child, said there 
is nothing in her statement that said the 


baby hit the floor. 

Judge Green said Child Protective 
Services has been involved and asked if 
the prosecution tried to contact the CPS 
worker on the case. Prosecutor King said 
he tried to reach the CPS worker three 
times without success. The fiancée went 
out to her vehicle in the parking lot and 
got the phone number she used to reach 
the worker and King was able to talk to the 
CPS worker. 

King said CPS had no problem with the 
parents being together, but the problem 
was the parents being together with the 
child. Judge Green lifted the no-contact 
order between the parents, but ruled the 
defendant cannot be unsupervised with the 
child. And, the mother cannot supervise 
those visits. 

“It’s their volatility with each other when 
the child is present,’ Judge Green said of 
the situation. “We’ve got to put the baby’s 
safety first.” 

The child’s mother said a month and a 
half after the baby was born, she went back 
to work and Sanders stayed home and took 
care of their baby. Sanders is also guardian

Judge Parrott accepted the plea and 
sentenced Sanders to the work program 
and $815 in fees. The case will be under 
advisement for 12 months and if there is no 
further problem, it will be removed from 
his record. 

James Michael Bellville 

James Michael Bellville, 28, waived his 
preliminary exam before Judge Parrott 
and was bound over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Sept. 
25. He is charged with fleeing police in a 
vehicle, malicious destruction of property 
between $1,000 and $20,000, and domestic 
violence in Sumpter Township on Aug. 16. 
He is free after posting $100,000/10% 
bond. 

Attorney Whitney Lemelin stood in for 
Bellville’s court-appointed attorney and 
asked Judge Parrott to extend the time 
the tether allows Bellville to leave home. 
Lemelin said the tether now allows him to 
leave home for 13 hours a week. He is a 
mechanic and needs more time to work. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Larry 
King read what Bellville said to Sumpter 
Police at the incident: “You’re lucky you 
got here. I was going to kill her. I have a 
sledge in my car.” 

Lemelin attributed that to intoxication, 
but Judge Parrott continued the bond and 
tether.

Devaughn Lee Rolax, 28, waived his 
preliminary exam before Judge Parrott 
and was bound over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Sept. 
25. He is charged with criminal sexual 
conduct-2™ degree (relationship) on Dec. 

He is 
free after posting bond of $10,000/10%. 

Judge Parrott advised Rolax’s court- 
appointed attorney James Humphries that 
his client needs to be tested for sexual 
transmitted disease and AIDS.
